THE  FREDERICK  COLLEGE  RING 


The  Junior  Class  of  1960-1961  designed  this 
ring  for  Frederick  College  Seniors.  This  ring  is  a 
symbol  of  honor,  achievement,  knowledge,  and 
above  all,  our  love  of  God  and  fellow  man. 

The  columns  which  form  the  circumference  of 
the  dome  represent  the  stately  columns  on  our 
buildings.  May  we  always  be  as  strong  as  these 
towering  white  supports.  The  Book  of  Knowledge 
with  the  letters  B.A.  on  its  pages  is  symbolic  of 
the  many  hours  spent  in  pursuit  of  knowledge,  and 
represents  the  crowning  glory,  a degree,  for  our 
arduous  labors. 

The  school  crest  is  shown  with  a lion  on  either 
side.  The  lion  is  not  only  our  school  mascot,  but 
also  the  symbol  of  strength  of  mind  and  body,  a 
quality  each  of  us  must  earn.  Below  the  crest 
is  the  year  in  which  the  college  opened. 

Our  campus  borders  on  Hampton  Roads,  the 
world's  largest  natural  harbor.  This  is  signified 
on  the  ring  by  a nautical  compass. 

A second  Book  of  Knowledge  is  shown  with  the 
year  of  graduation.  Below  this  date  is  the  coat-of- 
arms  of  Portsmouth,  Virginia,  the  city  in  which  our 


college  was  founded.  In  conjunction  with  this  is 
the  Virginia  State  Seal.  A vast  and  colorful  herit- 
age, one  in  which  we  have  pride  and  reverence, 
stands  behind  each  one  of  these  shields. 

The  Union  and  Confederate  Flags  represent 
the  famous  battle  of  the  Monitor  and  the  Merri- 
mac  which  was  fought  in  nearby  waters.  This  is 
a reminder  of  the  scar  which  our  country  has  borne 
since  1862.  May  we  never  again  become  divided, 
but  stand  together  as  one. 

There  is  a braid  connecting  the  two  sides  of  the' 
ring  encompassing  the  perimeter.  This  chain  is 
the  symbol  of  unity  between  school,  city,  and 
state. 

The  objective  of  the  Junior  Class  in  selecting  the 
design  for  this  ring  was  to  create  a symbol  of 
harmony  and  unity,  and  at  the  same  time  leave 
the  graduate  with  a tradition  and  beauty  of  which 
they  can  be  proud.

FREDERICK  COLLEGE  COAT  OF  ARMS 


The  custom  of  bearing  symbols  on  shields,  hel- 
mets, and  standards  existed  os  for  bock  as  the 
tribes  of  Israel.  Heraldic  symbols,  as  we  know 
them  today,  developed  with  the  use  of  armor  in 
the  Middle  Ages  so  that  the  knights  could  dis- 
tinguish friend  from  foe  in  battle.  Symbolism  was 
a vital  force  in  the  thought  and  action  of  medieval 
times.  During  this  period,  heraldic  symbols  were 
also  used  in  everyday  life  by  persons  who  could 
not  write,  so  they  had  to  develop  some  way  of 
providing  the  authenticity  of  various  documents. 
After  the  suit  of  armor  became  obsolete,  the 
symbols  more  and  more  became  an  emblem  de- 
picting the  ancestry  of  particularly  distinguished 
individuals.  Today,  nearly  all  organized  govern- 
ments, be  they  large  or  small,  have  symbols  for 
use  on  official  documents. 

, Frederick  College  is  particularly  proud  of  its 
official  seal  which  is  here  presented  to  the  public 
for  the  first  time.  The  description  and  interperta- 
tion  of  the  Coat  of  Arms  is  given  in  simple  under- 


standable language,  rather  than  in  technical 
heraldic  terms. 

At  the  top  center  the  helmet  represents  both 
vision  and  strength  of  courage.  In  the  upper  right 
quarter  the  ship  with  furled  sails  and  oars  in  action 
stands  for  progress  with  steadfastness.  This  portion 
of  the  shield  is  taken  from  the  Beazley  Coat  of 
Arms  in  which  the  patee  crosses  appear.  In  the 
lower  right  quarter  the  crowned  heart  stands  for 
the  benevolence  of  the  founder  of  Frederick  Col- 
lege. In  the  lower  left  quarter  the  Maltese  cross 
symbolizes  the  Christian  principles  upon  which 
the  College  is  founded.  The  lamp  in  the  upper  left 
quarter  is  the  conventional  representation  of 
knowledge.  The  lions  on  either  side  of  the  shield 
stand  for  courage  and  strength. 

May  each  individual  connected  with  the  Col- 
lege always  be  guided  by  the  salient  characteristics 
emblazoned  on  our  Coat  of  Arms.

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On  May  30,  1962,  in  a dramatic  narrative  brilliantly 
sprinkled  with  satire  and  humor.  Professor  Lucille  Vint- 
son  reviewed  and  brought  sharply  into  focus  the  accom- 
plishments of  this  struggling  first  year  institution.  The 
presentation  lasted  well  over  an  hour,  but  action  moved 
swiftly  with  surprise  following  surprise. 

The  program  was  interspersed  with  musical  numbers  by 
the  college  choir  and  band;  and,  Frederick’s  Seven  Danc- 
ing Dwarfs,  who  came  in  unannounced,  provoked  the  audi- 
ence to  hysterical  laughter. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  program.  President  Blanchard 
and  several  of  Frederick’s  professors  were  seated  on  the 
stage,  but  no  one  knew  what  to  expect. 

Professor  Vintson  began  by  saying  that  Frederick  had 
done  exceptionally  well  for  a nine  months  old  youngster, 
and  continued  by  saying,  “Frederick,  where  are  you?  This 
is  your  life!  Will  you  please  come  forward  so  that  we 
may  honor  you  today?” 

With  these  words,  Tye  Covington,  son  of  Professor  W. 
P.  Covington  III,  sauntered  leisurely  down  the  aisle  from 
the  rear  of  the  auditorium,  dressed  in  a Frederick  College 
red  night  shirt  and  stocking  cap,  and  carrying  the  first 
issue  of  the  college  annual.  The  Driftwood.  He  stopped  to 
shake  hands  with  a few  men  students  and  to  kiss  a few 
of  his  beautiful  coeds.  He  was  beckoned  to  the  stage,  and 
stood  beside  the  microphone  to  hear  these  words:  “You 
have  very  much  to  be  proud  of  today,  Frederick,  and  we 
are  proud  of  you.  Let’s  look  back  to  the  beginning  of  your 
life  in  September  so  that  we  may  see  your  accomplish- 
ments in  their  proper  perspective.” 

Miss  Sallye  Hayman  selected  and  played  appropriate 
background  music  on  the  organ  throughout  the  entire 
program. 

Quoting  from  the  script,  which  was  written  and  nar- 
rated by  Professor  Vintson,  the  highlights  of  the  program 
were  as  follows: 

“There  is  a song  entitled  ‘You’re  Nobody  ’Til  Somebody 
Loves  You,’  and  you  are  blessed,  Frederick,  with  many 
who  love  you.  First  of  all,  you  were  a dream  in  the  gener- 
ous heart  of  your  great  and  benevolent  founder,  Mr.  Fred 
W.  Beazley.  He  must  have  loved  you  very  much  to  have 
established  your  home  in  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and 
most  historical  settings  in  the  Old  Dominion.  Your  home 
borders  on  approximately  two  miles  of  Hampton  Roads, 
one  of  the  greatest  natural  harbors  in  the  world,  and 
leisurely  spreads  over  800  acres  of  scenic  coastal  land. 
Rich  green  forests  add  much  natural  beauty  to  your  coast- 
al home.  Here,  on  March  9,  one  hundred  years  ago,  the 
famous  battle  between  the  Monitor  and  the  Merrimac 
took  place.  Three  years  later  Abraham  Lincoln,  himself, 
was  in  these  waters.  It  is  the  dream  of  your  founder, 
Frederick,  that  those  who  attend  here  will  dedicate  them- 
selves to  purposes  and  ideals  befitting  your  noble  heri- 
tage.” 

“In  keeping  with  this  unexcelled  dream  and  incompar- 
able setting,  your  founder  obtained  the  services  of  the 
most  capable  and  highly  respected  legal  mind  in  the  coun- 
try as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees — the  Justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Virginia,  Lawrence  W.  I’Anson.” 

“Next,  Frederick,  someone  had  to  be  chosen  to  watch 
carefully  and  steadfastly  over  you,  night  and  day,  hour 
upon  hour,  to  give  that  meticulous  care  and  guidance  that 
little  fellows  need — someone  who  loved  you  as  much  as  the 
founder  loved  you — someone  with  an  understanding  heart 
and  an  unsurpassed  devotion.  That  man  was  found,  Fred- 
erick, a man  who  is  unequalled  in  honor  and  integrity,  un- 
derstanding and  strength — a man  who  in  spite  of  the 
trials  of  the  strenuous  tasks  demanded  of  one  in  his  posi- 


tion— always  extended  a warm  handshake  and  a winning 
smile  to  everyone  on  every  occasion.  Regardless  of  how 
old  you  get  to  be,  Frederick,  you  will  remember  with  love 
and  pride  this  great  man  who  set  your  feet  on  the  ground 
and  started  you  walking  toward  a place  in  the  educational 
Sun.  President  Willard  J.  Blanchard.” 

“Robinson  Crusoe  had  his  man  Friday  and  President 
Blanchard  has  his  girl  Friday.  I am  speaking  of  the  scin- 
tillating darling  of  the  Administration  Building,  Mrs. 
Martha  Cameron,  whose  efficiency  and  charm  are  exceed- 
ed only  by  her  wit.  Take  a bow,  beautiful.” 

Mr.  Walter  Martindale,  president  of  the  Freshman 
class,  then  presented  a plaque  to  President  Blanchard, 
flowers  to  Mrs.  Blanchard,  and  a silver  tray  to  Mrs.  Elsa 
Radcliffe,  Secretary  of  the  Deans. 

Mr.  Tom  Holland,  president  of  Pan-Hellenic,  presented 
a silver  tray  to  President  Blanchard. 

“In  introducing  this  next  man,  Frederick,  I am  remind- 
ed of  a quotation  from  that  great  Chinese  philosopher, 
Confucius.  ’The  way  of  a superior  man  is  three  fold: 
virtuous,  he  is  free  from  anxieties;  wise,  he  is  free  from 
perplexities;  bold,  he  is  free  from  fear.’  This  is  the  man 
who  possessed  the  goodness,  the  wisdom,  and  the  courage 
to  set  your  scholastic  course.  This  is  the  man  upon  whom 
all  of  us,  administrators,  faculty  and  students,  have  lean- 
ed for  counsel  and  guidance.  This  can  be  only  one  man — 
our  beloved  and  highly  respected  Dean  of  the  College — 
Dr.  Ernest  R.  Wood." 

“The  next  honor  bearer,  Frederick,  is  one  whose  unex- 
celled service  has  won  a position  of  National  acclaim  for 
you  by  being  listed  this  year  in  “Who’s  Who  in  American 
Education.”  This  same  person  was  initiated  this  year 
into  the  Delta  Kappa  Gamma,  an  inter-national  honoraryl 
sorority  for  women  of  accomplishment  in  Education.  This 
is  the  lady  who  will  turn  out  the  office  lights  while  you 
cry,  or  will  serve  you  a cup  of  coffee  for  a pick-up.  This 
is  the  lady  who  offers  a helping  hand  with  the  problems 
of  students  and  faculty  alike.  I am  referring  to  that  en- 
thusiastic angler  and  sailor,  that  nautical  neophyte,  your 
Dean  of  Women — Dean  Vivian  L.  Gibson.” 

“The  next  honor  bearer  is  a member  of  ‘Who’s  Who  in 
American  Science’.  He  is  also  the  author  of  an  article 
on  teen-age  marriage  which  has  been  accepted  for  publi- 
cation by  the  Broadman,  Press,  Nashville,  Tenn^  Dr. 
C.  N.  Parker." 

“In  the  matter  of  publications,  Frederick,  there  are 
many  more.  Another  member  of  your  faculty  has  a 
treatise  entitled  “A  Note  on  the  Authorship  of  the  Apo- 
calypse” published  in  “New  Testament  Studies”,  a schol- 
arly bulletin  which  is  circulated  all  over  the  world.  Dr. 
Andrew  Helmbold." 

“In  this  month’s  issue  of  the  Science  Teacher  there  is 
an  article  written  by  another  professor  in  your  institu- 
tion. This  article  is  entitled  “Closed  Circuit  TV  in  Science 
Instruction.”  This  same  gentleman  is  the  recipient  of  a 
National  Science  Foundation  Grant  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  to  do  graduate  study  this  summer  in  Bot- 
any. Mr.  Allan  Mandell." 

“There’s  more  to  come,  Frederick.  Another  honored 
member  of  your  faculty  had  an  article  in  the  February 
issue  of  “The  Southeastern  Geology  Magazine”,  published 
quarterly  by  the  Department  of  Geology  of  Duke  Univer- 
sity. This  article  was  entitled  “Sediment  of  the  Beaufort 
Inlet  Area  of  North  Carolina”.  The  eminent  author  has 
also  received  a National  Science  Foundation  grant  for 
College  Teacher  Research  Participation  at  Virginia  Insti- 
tute of  Marine  Science  at  Gloucester  Point,  Virginia,  to 


continue  his  doctoral  research.  Mr.  Roland  W.  Batten." 

“This  next  man,  Frederick,  who  brings  you  honor,  has 
achieved  national  prominence  by  having  some  of  his 
poetry,  essays  and  short  stories  published  in  different 
anthologies.  He  is  also  the  author  of  a play  entitled 
“Shirt  Tail  Boy”  which  is  being  used  in  numerous  text 
books  in  Drama  in  Virginia,  New  York  State  and  other 
states  of  the  union.  This  year  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  and  the  Carolina  Dramatic  Association  selected 
four  of  their  most  outstanding  playwrites  who  had  been 
students  at  North  Carolina  during  the  past  40  years.  On 
the  basis  of  “Shirt  Tail  Boy”  this  faculty  member  was 
selected  as  one  of  the  Big  Four.  Also,  at  Moorehead  State 
College  in  Kentucky  on  May  19th  of  this  year,  the  out- 
standing student  in  the  field  of  Drama  was  presented  a 
key  bearing  his  name.  Only  this  week  he  received  a 
trophy  from  the  Portsmouth  Little  Theater  for  having 
the  best  directed  play  of  the  1961-62  season.  This  is  your 
own  famous  author  and  playwrite,  Frederick,  who  is  said 
to  walk  so  fast  that  he  gets  to  class  before  his  clothes  do. 
Mr.  W.  P.  Covington  III.” 

“Frederick,  the  talent  of  this  man  was  never  more  evi- 
dent than  in  his  recent  production  of  “Christ  in  the  Con- 
crete City.”  *It  was  a superb  production,  and  I think  it 
would  be  fitting  to  have  the  cast  rise  at  this  time  and 
share  honors  with  him.” 

“Another  member  of  your  faculty  has  brought  honor 
to  you  by  receiving  a National  Science  Foundation  grant 
to  attend  a summer  conference  at  the  University  of 
Michigan,  and  is  required  to  initiate  a research  project 
at  this  time.  Mr.  Robert  G.  Forrest.”  L 

“Another  member  of  your  faculty,  Frederick,  has 
brought  honor  to  you  by  being  selected  as  a member  of 
the  “American  Men  of  Science”.  These  men  are  selected 

for  outstanding  achivement  in  their  field.  Mr.  R.  Baine 
Harris.” 

We  cannot  complete  introductions  of  honored  faculty 
members,  without  congratulating  a young  lady  who, 
through  her  ability  and  imagination,  has  established  a 
tradition  for  you,  Frederick,  by  her  beautiful  and  im- 
pressive production  of  the  first  May  Day  Festival.  Mrs. 
Pat  Stauffer.” 

Three  other  professors  were  recognized  for  their  recent 
publications  in  national  journals. 

“Percentage  wise,  Frederick,  there  is  no  faculty  of  any 
college  that  can  boast  of  so  many  men  of  letters  and  ac- 
complishments, or  so  many  members  who  have  won  na- 
tional recognition.  Someone  has  said  that  the  clue  of 
one’s  destiny  lies  at  the  foot  of  the  cradle.  This  being 
true,  Frederick,  you  are  certainly  destined  to  become  a 
great  fellow.” 

“Time  does  not  permit  the  mention  of  many  other  hon- 
ors that  these  same  members  and  other  members  of  this 
faculty  have  received  this  year  and  in  former  years,  so 
we  are  recognizing  today  only  those  who  have  received 
the  most  outstanding  honors  in  this,  your  first  year  of 
life.” 

“Some  of  us  haven’t  brought  any  special  fame  to  you 
this  year,  Frederick,  and  the  man  who  summed  up  all 
our  feelings  along  this  line  was  uttered  by  a certain 
faculty  member  when  he  was  asked  what  honor  he  had 
received  this  year.  To  quote  that  gentleman’s  gentle- 
man, Colonel  Jerome  Blair,  T have  received  the  greatest 
honor  of  all,  the  privilege  of  associating  with  the  out- 
standing wonderful  people  of  this  campus  and  area’.” 

“To  quote  Paul  Whitehead,  ‘True  courage  is  not  the 
brutal  force  of  vulgar  heroes,  but  the  firm  resolve  of 
virtue  and  reason’.  This  quotation  describes  that  portion 
of  your  splendid  students,  Frederick,  who  walked  hand 
in  hand  with  the  faculty  and  administrators  in  cour- 


age, in  untiring  effort,  and  even  personal  sacrifice,  in 
some  cases,  to  see  that  you  would  have  an  exceptionally 
successful  first  year.  In  promoting  the  ideals  and  pur- 
poses of  an  educational  institution,  the  student  body  is 
charged  with  as  much  responsibility  as  the  faculty  and 
administration.  In  one  short  year,  Frederick,  your  stu- 
dent body  came  through  with  flying  colors.  Every  or- 
ganization necessary  to  your  well  rounded  life  was 
formed  and  was  successfully  operated.  In  the  face  of 
overwhelming  odds  you  formed  some  thirty  odd  organi- 
zations for  governmental,  scholarly,  and  social  programs.”

Frederick, 
your  President  has  led  us  through  the  fires  of  that 
furnace  in  your  very  first  year — and  he  who  can  heroic- 
ally endure  adversity,  as  you  have  done,  will  bear  pros- 
perity with  equal  greatness.  There  are  enough  people 
who  love  you  to  see  you  through  to  manhood  and  to  see 
you  take  your  rightful  place  among  the  finest,  most 
distinguished  colleges  in  the  nation.  As  a reminder  of 
your  first  birthday  under  the  leadership  of  our  ad- 
mired President,  here  is  a copy  of  all  your  accomplish- 
ments as  reviewed  here  today.  Inside  it,  also,  are  our 
dreams  and  hopes  for  a brighter  future,  our  undying 
spirit  of  loyalty  and  love.” 

“Frederick”  presented  the  book  to  President  Blanchard, 
and  the  audience  dispersed  in  high  spirits — feeling  that 
everything  was  “Go!”  for  Frederick  in  1962-63. 
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
